emphasizes the fact that all such 
fires can be prevented through the 
exercise of care. 
The bulletin further points out 
that this is the season of repairs 
and renovations in schools, church­ 
es and residences, as also in shops 
and factories during the 
present 
revival of business, and asserts 
that if oil waste, paint rags, 
or 
oily mops are left in contact with 
woodwork or other combustible 
material, the building may become 
a prey of a “mysterious” name, re­ 
sulting from spontaneous ignition. 
Explaining 
that 
spontaneous 
combustion is the ignition 
of 
a 
substance by internal development 
of heat, without external contact 
with spark or flame, the bulletin 
stresses the point that substances 
impregnated with linseed or other 
vegetable oils, or animal oils and 
fats, absorb oxygen quite rapidly 
and gradually 
sufficient 
internal 
heat is produced to reach the igni­ 
tion point. 
Such fires often occur 
in cellars, attics, closets, hay lofts, 
warehouses, shops, and other out- 
of-the-way places not under con­ 
stant observation, and spread rap­ 
idly, fed by highly combustible ma­ 
terials usually present. 
To avert the danger of spontan­ 
eous ignition fires, the 
Wisconsin 
officials say that oily waste 
and 
paint rags when not in use during 
the day should be kept in standard, 
self-closing metal waste cans, and 
should be burned or otherwise de­ 
stroyed at the close of the day’s 
work. 
It is further pointed 
out 
that the stairway closet, particu­ 
larly, is not the place for the floor 
mop; that sawdust or shavings 
must not be used to absorb oil on 
floors; that oil metal filings, bor­ 
ings and 
cuttings, 
leather dust 
and scraps, and waste, cloths 
or 
excelsior used for rubbing or var­ 
nishing furniture should never be 
left in contact 
with combustible 


materials, but should be cleaned up 
and removed or destroyed. 
Work­ 
men’s oily clothing should be hung 
on a masonry wall or in a well ven­ 
tilated metal locker. Ink rags and 
cloths used to wipe rollers in print 
shops and 
lithograph 
establish­ 
ments should be destroyed 
after 
use. 
Special attention is directed 
to 
the fact that many sweeping com­ 
pounds and dust preventives con­ 
tain oil and that 
the 
only safe 
storage for them is in covered met­ 
al containers, and their removal 
after use.

Few men in the history of Mis­ 
souri deserve to be longer remem­ 
bered than Henry Shaw, who came 
to St. Louis as an emigrant from 
England, built up a large fortune, 
and left the vast majority of it to 
public projects. The Missouri Bot­ 
anical Garden at St. Louis, 
often 
called Shaw’s Garden, stands to­ 
day as one of Henry Shaw’s liber­ 
al bequests, and an institution of 
international scientific importance. 
Henry Shaw was born in Shef­ 
field, England, on July 24, 1800, the 
anniversary of which date recurs 
this week. At the age of nineteen 
he came to America, and arrived 
at St.. Louis on May 4, 1819, be­ 
fore Missouri had even become 
a 
State, and St. Louis was still the 
center of a vast fur trade. 
With 
a small stock 
of cutlery, Henry 
Shaw opened a hardware store in 
St. Louis, and during the first few 
years of his business 
there 
was 
proprietor, clerk and porter. After 
a time he also kept supplies 
for 
Indian Agents who operated in the 
Western 
country. 
Shaw 
found 
business in St. Louis good, and af 
ter about 20 years, he was able tc 
retire with a fortune of about 
a 
quarter of a million dollars. 
As he was but 40 years old when 
he retired, Shaw decided to* travel, 
and approximately the next 
ten 
years of his life 
were spent 
in 
traveling throughout 
the 
world. 
After his return to St. Louis 
in 
1851, his continued residence there 
was not interrupted, except by 
a 
few brief vacation trips. 
Shaw’s home, which was called 
low er Grove and is still standing 
in Shaw’s Garden, was finished in 
1849. 
Here in what was then the 
suburbs of St. Louis, Henry Shaw 
spent his summers. Another house, 
within the city, located at Seventh 
and Locust Streets, was built lat­ 
er, and was used as his winter res­ 
idence. 
Even when he lived in England, 
it is said 
that Henry Shaw loved 
flowers and other plant life. 
Lat­ 
er, when he had leisui’e time, 
he 
devoted much attention to the im­ 
provement of the grounds around 
his home at Tower Grove. 
It 
is 
said that while he was in Europe 
in 1851, he visited notable botani­ 
cal gardens, and at that $ime de- 
-idcd to create such a project 
in 
St. Louis. 
In 1857, Mr. Shaw requested Dr. 
George Engelmann, a noted 
St. 
Louis botanist, to examine botani­ 
cal gardens in Europe, and to ob­ 
tain suggestions for one in Mis­ 
souri. 
Work was begun on 
the 
M.ssouri gas den in that year, and 
in 1858-9, a building was erected 
for a library and museum. 
Not only d 1 Shaw 
devote 
his 
own time impiovmg his ground.-, 
but he employed prominent author­ 
ises to help him. 
When the peo­ 
ple of St. Louis began to show an 
active intei est in what he was do­ 
ing, 
Henry 
Shaw 
opened 
his 
gitunds and garden to the public. 
Then, as now, Shaw’s Garden was 
noied for the extent and variety of 
its plant life, and for its great in­ 
terest to visitors. 
In 1859, Mr. Shaw had the Mis­ 
souri General Assembly empower 
him to deed or will such of his pro­ 
perty as he wished for the main­ 
tenance of 
a botanical 
gaiden. 
Thus, while he was 
still 
living, 
Li.ere came into existence the Mis­ 
souri Botanical Garden. 
Bequests 
later in his will established 
the 
endowment on which the Garden 
operate* to this day. 
Another of Henry Shaw’s public 
gifts was the donation of Tower 
Grove Park to the 
City 
of 
St. 
Louis. 
This action was authoriz­ 
ed by the General Assembly 
in 
1867, and after extensive improve­ 
ments the park was finally open- 
end to the public in 1870. 
Most of Mr. Shaw’s 
later 
life 
was spent in working as a trustee 
of Tower Grove Park and at 
the 


Botanical Garden. 
In 1885, 
Mr. 
Shaw endowed the 
Henry 
Shaw 
School of Botany in Washington 
University at St. Louis, and 
this 
school has continuously used 
the 
Botanical Gardens for scientific re­ 
search, particularly in the field of 
graduate work. 
The death of Henry Shaw at 3:25 
a. 
m. 
on 
August 25 1889, was 
mourned by all St. Louis. The Mis­ 
souri benefactor died in the same 
room in the Tower 
Grove house 
where for thirty years he sat 
at 
night reading. 
A nattack of ma­ 
laria fever, and his advanced age 
of over 89 years, contributed' to his 
death. 
The Shaw will, filed a few 
days later, made numerous minor 
bequests, but left the greater part 
of the entire estate as an endow­ 
ment' for the Missouri Botanical 
Garden. 
The estimated value of 
the estate was over $2,000,000.

I thought that you might be in­ 
terested in learning how members 
of the Civilian Conservation Corps 
from Sikeston and surrounding vi­ 
cinity were getting along in their 
camp life, so I am taking time to 
give you that information.

company, 
of about 
200 
young Missouri men, arrived at the 
camp site June 26. 
We found an 
ideal camp location with only the 
underbrush 
cut. 
Within 
three 
weeks the same camp site has been 
transformed into a very 
pleasant 
lace 
to live. 
All 
large 
rocks, 
rush, stumps and 
rubbish 
were 
cleared away. 
A 
water system, 
mess hall and bath house have been 
built and all that we lack now 
is 
electricity . . and that we expect 
to have soon. 
flhe 
men 
have been 
working 
around camp the past three weeks, 
>ut this week they started to work 
in the woods on building a road 
about six miles long. 
Part of the 
men are retained in camp to keep 
it in first class condition. 
The health of the men of 
this 
company is very good, only three 
or four cases of mumps and two 
cases of appendicitis have develop­ 
ed. 
This morning the second case 
of appendicitis appeared, and the 
patient was removed at once 
to 
Batesville which is about 75 miles 
distant. 
There is very little danger be- 
:ause the company doctor or the 
first aid men are in camp at 
all 
dmes. 
The boys spend most of 
their 
Jme after work in the evenings 
pitching horse shoes, boxing 
or 
playing catch with baseballs. All 
of this equipment is checked 
out 
at the company supply tent. Thus 
ar the morale of the company has 
been very good. Not a single fight 
las occurred to date. On Saturday 
evenings and Sunday, the company 
trucks take all who desire to play 
baseball to the nearest ball dia­ 
mond, which is about six miles dis- 


Wild game is abaundant. A deer 
has been seen within a mile of our 
camp, and I, myself have seen 
a 
raccoon within one-fourth mile of 
the camp. 
Rattlesnakes and cop­ 
perheads are also very abundant 
and the boys are mighty cautious as 
to how they step about, thinking 
that a big rattler will start rattling 
under their feet. 
So far no one 
has been 
bitten, 
but no 
snake 
skins go to waste because the boys 
use the hides to make “snake belts” 
with. 
Our camp is located about thirty 
miles from Calico Rock, on a moun­ 
tain called Push Mounty, which i? 
about 2500 feet above sea level. 
I 
guess this mountain was so nam 
ed because you really have to push 
to get here. The main roads which 
traverse this National Forest 
are 
in very good condition. 
One 
of 
the 
company trucks 
makes a trip to Calico Rock each 
day to get ice, bread and the mail. 
Three or four boys may go to town 
each day with the truck, but if a 
person goes to town once a month, 
he will be lucky. 
Otherwise than 
the telephone and mail this is our 
only communication with the out­ 
side. 
Members of our company 
have 
the real Missouri Show-Me spirit, 
but now they don’t 
have 
to 
be 
shown how to climb these moun­ 
tains. 
They know for themselves, 
but each one is striving to have 
the best camp in the Ozark Moun­ 
tains.

Steak Fry Delightful 
A steak fry is one of the most 
delightful kinds of outdoor cook­ 
ery in the opinion of Inez S. Will­ 
son, home economist, for all that 
is best in flavor and 
aroma 
in 
meats is developed when they are 
broiled over the red hot coals of 
a wood fire. Even though called a 
steak fry, it is really a steak broil, 
for the steak is placed on a grate 
over the fire without the use of a 
frying pan. 
In some parks outdoor fireplaces 
may be found, but, in case these 
are not available, an improvised 
(fireplace may be made easily. Build 
two walls parallel to each other 
with stones or bricks. 
If these 
are not at hand, freshly cut green 
logs may be used in the same way, 
or a ditch may be dug deep enough 
for the fire. Build a large fire and 
let it burn down until it is a mass 
of coals. Place a wire rack or 
grate across the rocks 
or logs 
about 3 inches above the coals. 
Place the steak in the center of 
the rack and brown it well on one 
side, then turn it and brown it on 
the other. 
When both sides are 
well browned, the steak will 
be 
done. To broil a steak 1 inch thick, 
it usually requires about 30 min­ 
utes. 
Potatoes roasted in the coals are 
delicious with broiled steak. Choose 
medium-sized potatoes, wrap them 


in green leaves, bury them in the 
red-hot embers, and 
roast 
until 
they can be easily pierced with a 
fork, about 20 minutes. 
Remove 
them from the embers, cut 
them 
open and put a pat of butter on 
each to melt. 
Ears of corn may be roasted in 
the outdoor fireplace quite satisfac­ 
torily. 
To roast corn, 
leave the 
inner husks on the ear and bury it 
in the hot embers until it is done. 
Onions, sweet potatoes, 
carrots, 
turnips, and apples all 
may be 
roasted in the same way, and 
they are most delicious with steak 
broider over the open fire.

LAUNDERING FINE LINENS 


beauty of fine linen Is easily 
spoiled If proper care Is not 
t a k e n in laundering. Careless 
washing and the use of harsh soap 
will twist and rot the fine threads, 
and make them yellow. 
The following simple suggestions 
will insure the safe laundering of 
linens: 
1. Make tepid or cool suds, 
using mild, pure, white soap or 
flakes. Take no chances on home­ 
made soap. A little borax may be 
used to soften very hard water. 
2. Soak table linens in clear, 
cool water first. Then put into suds 
and wash by band or machine, rub­ 
bing badly soiled places gently. 
Only very fine linens need be 
washed by hand. 
2. Squeeze suds out; then put 
through three lukewarm rinsing 
waters, using a little blueing in 
the last for white linens. Do not 
wring 
extremely 
sheer 
pieces. 
Wrap in towel and squeeze as dry 
as possible without twisting. 
4. Hang on line smoothly to dry 
or lay out fiat. White or unbleach­ 
ed linens should be dried In the 
sun, colored linens in the shade. 
5. Sprinkle lightly with clear, 
warm water and roll. Wait several 
hours before pressing to allow 
moisture to become evenly dis­ 
tributed. Press first on right side 
and then on wrong with heavy, hot 
iron.

DISCUSSES 
SPONTANEOUS IGNITION 
AND SUMMER FIRES 


Pointing out that 
summer 
is! 
the season for awning fires clue to j 
office men flipping cigarette butts] 
through open windows; for lightn-; 
ing fires in buildings not rodded or j 
rodded improperly, and for 
fire*»1 
due to 
spontaneous 
ignition 
of 
oily rags and waste, and of hay in 
barns, a bulletin just issued by the 
fire prevention division of the In­ 
dustrial Commission of Wisconsin 
emphasizes the fact that all such 
fires can be prevented through the 
exercise of care. 
The bulletin further points out 
that this is the season of repairs 
and renovations in schools, church­ 
es and residences, as aL»o in shops 
and factories during the 
present 
revival of 
business, 
and 
asserts 
that if oil w’aste, paint rags, 
or 
oily mops are left in contact with 
woodwork 
or 
other 
combustible 
material, the building may become 
a prey of a “mysterious” flame, re­ 
sulting from spontaneous ignition. 
Explaining 
that 
spontaneous 
combustion is the ignition 
of 
a 
substance by internal development 
of heat, without external contact 
with spark or flame, the 
bulletin 
stresses the point that substances 
impregnated with linseed or other 
vegetable oils, or animal oils 
and 
fats, absorb oxygen quite rapidly 
and gradually 
sufficient 
internal 
heat is produced to reach the igni­ 
tion point. 
Such fires often occur 
in cellars, attics, closets, hay lofts, 
warehouses, shops, and other out- 
of-the-way places not under 
con­ 
stant observation, and spread rap­ 
idly, fed by highly combustible ma­ 
terials usually present. 
To avert the danger of spontan­ 
eous ignition fires, the 
Wisconsin 
officials say that oily w aste 
and 
paint rags when not in use during 
the day should be kept in standard, 
self-closing metal waste cans, and 
should be burned or otherwise de­ 
stroyed at the close of the 
day’s 
work. 
It is further pointed 
out 
that the stairw ay closet, particu­ 
larly, is not the place for the floor 
mop; that 
sawdust 
or 
shavings 
must not be used to absorb oil on 
floors; that oil metal filings, bor­ 
ings and 
cuttings, 
leather 
dust 
and scraps, and waste, cloths 
or 
excelsior used for rubbing or var- 
nisihing furniture should never be 
left in contact 
with 
combustible 


materials, but should be cleaned up 
and removed or destroyed. 
W ork­ 
men’s oily clothing should he hung 
on a masonry wall or in a well ven ­ 
tilated metal locker. 
Ink rags and 
cloths used to wipe rollers in print 
shops and 
lithograph 
establish­ 
ments should be destroyed 
after 
use. 
Special attention is directed 
to 
the fact that many sweeping com ­ 
pounds and dust preventives con­ 
tain oil and that 
the 
only safe 
storage for them is in covered m et­ 
al containers, and their removal 
after use.

The Missouri Rol- 
ani nl Garden at St. I»uis,

called Shaw’s Garden, stands to ­ 
day as one of Henry Shaw’s liber­ 
al bequestfi, and an institution of 
international scientific importance. 
Henry Shaw was born in Shef­ 
field, England, on July 24, 1800, the 
anniversary of which date recurs 
this week. 
A t the age of nineteen 
he came to America, and arrived 
at St. Ijouis on May 4, 1819, be­ 
fore Missouri had even become 
a 
State, and St. Ixiuis was still tho 
center of a vast fur trade. 
With 
a small stock 
of 
cutlery, Henry 
Shaw opened a hardware store in 
St. Louis, and during the first few 
years of his business 
there 
was 
proprietor, clerk and porter. After 
a time he also kept supplies 
for 
Indian Agents who operated in the 
Western 
country. 
Shaw 
found 
business in St. Louis good, ami af 
ter about 20 years, he ivas able 
te 
retire with a fortune of about 
a 
quarter of a million dollars. 
As he was hut 40 years old when 
he retired, Shaw decided tm travel, 
and approximately the next 
tea 
years of his life 
were spent 
in 
traveling throughout 
th" 
world. 
After his return to St. Iouis 
in 
1851, his continued residence there 
was not interrupted, except by 
a 
few brief vacation trips. 
Shaw’s home, which was called 
lo w e r Grove and is still standing

a worn! fire. 
Even though called a 
steak fry, it is really a steak broil, 
for the «teak is plan'd on a grate 
over the fire without the use of a 
frying pan. 
In some parks outdoor fireplaces 
m ay be found, but, in case 
these 
are not available, 
an 
improvised 
fireplace may be made easilv. Build 
two walls parallel to each other 
with stones or bricks,

logs may be used in the stale way.

Build a large fire and 
let it burn down until it is a mass 
of coals. 
Place a

LAUNDERING FINE LINENS 


T H E beauty of fine linen is easily 
spoiled if proper care is not 
t a k e n 
In 
laundering. 
Careless 
washing and the use of harsh soap 
will twist and rot the fine threads, 
and make them yellow. 
The following simple suggestions 
will insure the safe laundering of 
linens: 
1. 
Make 
tepid 
or cool 
suds, 
using mild, pure, white soap or 
flakes. Take no chances on home­ 
made soap. A little borax may be 
used to soften very hard water. 
2. 
Soak table linens In clear, 
cool water first. Then put Into suds 
and wash by hand or machine, rub­ 
bing badly soiled places gently. 
Only very 
fine linens need 
be 
washed by band. 
3. 
Squeeze suds out; then put 
through three lukewarm rinsing 
waters, using a little blueing in 
tbe last for white linens. Do not 
wring

sheer 
pieces. 
Wrap In towel and squeeze as dry 
as possible without twisting. 
4. 
Hang on line smoothly to dry 
or lay out flat. White or unbleach­ 
ed linens should be dried in the 
sun, colored linens in tbe shade.

Sprinkle lightly with clear, 
warm water and roll. W ait several
